Sir. 

I have the honour to submit the following Half-yearly 
Report, January-June, 1911 ; on the Banking, Railway, 
and Shipping Statistics of Ireland. 

As regards Banks and Banking in Ireland the Report 
states (I.) the deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock 
Banks ; (II.) the deposits in Post Office and Trustees 

Savings Banks in Ireland ; (III.) the amount of the 
Government Funds, India Stocks, and Guaranteed Land 
Stock, on which Dividends are payable at the Banlr of 
Ireland, and (IV.) the Note Circulation of, and the amount 
of Coin held by, the Irish Banks of Issue. 

As regards Railways in Ireland the Report states (1) 
the weekly traffic receipts ; (2) the amount of Ordinary, 
Preferential and Guaranteed, and Loans and Debenture 
Stock, classed according to rate of dividend ; (3) the average 
Rate of Dividend or Interest on each Description of Capital ; 
(4) the amount of Capital, &c., as shown for each Railway 
in Ireland ; (6) the length of Lines, Traffic, Gross Receipts, 
&o. ; (6) the Working Expenditure, Net Receipts, and 

Rolling Stock ; (7) the Receipts from Season and Periodical 
Tickets ; and (8) the length of Light Railways and the 
names of the Companies by which such Railways are worked 
or are to be worked. 
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As regards Shipping tlie Report states tlio total Tonnage 
of Vessels entered and cleared at the Ports of Ireland in 
each of the years 1900-1910, and the Number and Tonnage 
of Vessels entered and cleared at each of tlie Ports in Ireland 
in 1910. 

Two Statistical Diagrams are placed in the Report to 
illustrate respectively the growth of Irish Banking and of 
Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks (page 12) and the 
Weekly Receipts of Irish Railways in each of the. first 26 
weeks of the years 1910 and 1911 (page 22). 


BANKS. 

1. Deposits and. Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock Banks 
amounted on the 30th June last to £56,011,000,* being the 
highest amount for June of which there is record, and 
£3,506,000 in excess of that for June, 1910. Comparing 
the deposits and cash balances since June, 1891 — ^with the 
exception of a decrease in June, 1897 — there has been a 
gradual increase from £33,700,000 in June, 1891, to 
£56,011,000 in June, 1911. 

These figures are of considerable interest as indicating 
the growth of the operations and infiuenoe of Banking in 
Ireland. They do not, however, in themselves gauge the 
growth of “net savings.” Such a growth and its extent 
cotdd only be determined by a complete account of savings 
on the one hand, and of indebtedness on the other. Com- 
plete data for the latter account are not available, but it is 
estimated that the amount due to the Joint Stock Banks 
on the 30th June, 1911, on account of Bills Discounted, 
Advances to Customers, and Loans on Security was about 
£43,000,000.

It will be seen from Table II. that at the end of June 
of this year, the estimated amount in the Post Office Savings 
Banks in Ireland stood at £12,253,000, as compared with 
£11,660,000 for the corresponding period of 1910, showing 
an increase of £593,000.

From this Table it appears that there has been a 
steady increase in each half-year up to and including that 
ending June, 1907, when the balance showed an increase of 
£49,000 as compared with the amount in December, 1906. 
In the half-year ended December, 1907, the balance to the 
credit of depositors showed a decrease of £59,000 as compared 
■with the amount in June, 1907, but since then there has been 
an increase in each half-year; in June, 1911, an increase 
of £322,000 as compared with the amount in December, 
1910.

Tables IV. and IV. (a) show the progress of the total 
accumulation of small savings in Post Office and Trustees 
Banks in Ireland. Prom Table IV. it will be seen that the 
total amount in the Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks 
in Ireland in June, 1911, was £14,810,000, as compared with 
£14,161,000 for the corresponding period of the year 1910, 
an increase of £649,000. 

It will also be observed from Table IV. that there has 
been an increase in each year from 1891 to 1911, except in 
1893 and 1908, and that the balance in Savings Banks on 
the 30th June, 1911, was more than two and half times the 
amount to the credit of depositors in June of the year 1891, 
the first year for which statistics are given in the Table.

Table IV. (a), in whicli the amount of small savings is 
set forth by half-years for the past ten and a half years, 
shows that during that period, the half-yearly balances in 
Savings Banlcs in Ireland continuously increased, except 
for the period ending December, 1907, when there was a 
decrease of £107,000. The increase in the six months ended 
30th June last is £160,000 over the average increase for the 
twenty other half-yearly periods covered by the Table. 
As between the Post Office Savings Banks and the Trustees 
Savings Banks the net increase of £364,000 in the balances 
for the June half-year, 1911, is made up of an increase of 
£322,000 in the case of the former, and an increase of 
£42,000 in the case of the latter.

It will be seen from Table V. that on the 30th Juno 
last the total amount of the Government B'unds, India 
Stocks, 2J per cent. Guaranteed Laud Stock (1891), 2| per 
cent. Guaranteed Land Stock (1903), and 3 per cent. Guaran- 
teed Land Stock (1909) on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, was £41,363,000* or £2,631,000 (Guaranteed 
Land Stock (1891) decreased by £354,000) over the amount 
for the close of June, 1910. It is to be noted that the 
amount of 2| per cent. Guaranteed Land Stock (1891) for 
30th June last was £ll,622,000t against £11,976,000 for the 
corresponding day of the preceding year, and £12,208,000 
for the last day of June, 1909.

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IV. Bank Note Circulation and Coin Held. 


The Average Bank Note circulation of the Sis Banks 
of Issue in Ireland for the June period, 1911, was £7,644,000 
as against £7,096,000 for 1910, showing an increase of 
£449,000. For the same periods, the average amounts of 
Coin held by these Banks were, respectively £4,121,000 and 
£3,753,000, showing an increase of £368,000. Table VI. 
presents the June returns for the years 1901 to 1911.

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It will be observed fronr Table VI. (a) that the usual 
decrease of Note oiroulatioii and of the amount of Coin held 
in June, as compared with the preceding December, took 
place in 1911. The decreases on this occasion were respec- 
tively £630,000 and £244,000. The Note circulation of 
Irish Banks of Issue for June, 1911 (£7,544,000) is 6-3 per 
cent, more than the circulation (£7,095,000) in June, 1910, 
and 6-6 per cent, less than the circulation (£8,074,000) in 
December, 1910, which was the largest on record since De-' 
oember, 1882, when the amount was £8,334,000. The 
amount of Coin held in June, 1911 (4,121,000), is 9 -8 per 
cent, more than the amount (£3,753,000) in June 1910.

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The results of an analysis of the foregoing tables arc : — 

1st. In June, 1911, as compared with June, 1910, there 
was an increase of £3,506,000 in the Deposits and 
Cash Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks, 
and the amount of such Deposits and Cash 
Balances was the highest yet recorded. 

2nd. There was an increase of £1,075,000 in Deposits and 
Cash Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks in 
June, 1911, as compared with December, 1910. 

3rd. There was an increase of £649,000 in the Deposits 
in Savings Banks in Ireland in June, 1911, as 
compared with June, 1610, there having been an 
increase of £593,000 in the sum in the Post Office 
Savings Banks, and an increase of £56,000 in the 
amount in the Trustees Banks. 

4th. There was an increase of £364,000 in the Deposits 
in Savings Banks in June, 1911, as compared with 
December, 1910, there having been an increase of 
£322,000 in the sum in the Post Office Savings 
Banks, and an increase of £42,000 in the amount 
in the Trustees Banks. 

5th. There was an increase of 30,873 in the number of 
accounts remaining open in the Post Office and 
Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland in 1910, as 
compared with 1909. 

6th. In June, 1911, as compared with June, 1910, there 
was an increase of £2,631,000 in the amount of 
Grovernment Bunds, India Stocks, 2f per cent. 
Guaranteed Land Stock (1891), 2| per cent. 
Guaranteed Land Stock (1903), and 3 per cent. 
Guaranteed Land Stock (1909) on which dividends 
are payable at the Bank of Ireland. 

7th. In June, 1911, there was an increase of £1,996,000 
in the amount of Government Funds, India Stocks, 
2J per cent. Guaranteed Land Stock (1891), 
2|- per cent. Guaranteed Land Stock (1903), and 
3 per cent. Guaranteed Land Stock (1909) on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland, as compared with the amount in Decem- 
ber, 1910. 
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8th. In June, 1911, there was an increase of £449,000 
in the amount of Banlc Note circulation, and an 
increase of £368,000 in the amount of Coin held, 
as compared with the corresponding period of 
1910. 

9th. There was a diminution of Bank Note circu- 
lation to the amount of £530,000 in June, 1911, 
and of the Coin held to the amount of £244,000, 
as compared with the December period of the 
previous year. 


RAILWAYS. 

The receipts of Irish Railways, week by week, for the 
first half of the year 1911, have been supplied to this 
Department by the authorities of the several Companies, 
and will be found tabulated in Table VII., and compared 
with the receipts for the corresponding period of the year 
1910. This Table does not include the returns of the 
Light Railways of Ireland. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that in 
20 weeks the receipts exceeded those for the corresponding 
weeks of the year 1910, and in 6 weeks the receipts fell 
below those for the corresponding periods, with the net 
result that the total receipts for the first 26 weeks of the 
year 1911 amounted to £2,068,788, an increase of £65,843, 
or 3 - 3 per cent., as compared with the amount received in the 
first six months of the preceding year. It should be stated 
that the weekly receipts published in this table only ap- 
proximate to completeness. The complete figures for each 
year are pubhshed annually by the Board of Trade. 

Tables VIII. to XIII. present information relative to 
the financial position, traffic receipts, working expenditure, 
<kc., of each Railway in Ireland. This information is com- 
piled and pubhshed by the Board of Trade from returns 
supplied by the Railway Companies themselves, pursuant 
to the requirements of the Regulations of Railways Act, 1871.

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SHIPPING, 


It appears from the following Table (XIV.), that of 
vessels in foreign trade* which were entered in the Ports of 
Ireland during the ten years 1900-1909, the highest tonnage 
was 1,630,269 in 1908 and the lowest 1,142,713 in 1900. 
The average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade entered in 
the Ports of Ireland during the decade 1900-1909 was 
£1,349,848; the tonnage entered in 1910 was 1,724,403, 
being 125,085 over that for the year 1909, and 374,555, or 
27 ’7 per cent, more than the yearly average for the ten 
years 1900-1909. The average tonnage of vessels in the 
coasting trade entered in the Ports of Ireland during the 
decade 1900-1909, was 5,768,918 ; the tonnage entered in 
1910 was 6,095,543, being 94,119 above that for the year 
1909, and 326,625, or 5 -7 per cent more than the yearly 
average for the ten years 1900-1909. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade* 
cleared^ during the ten years 1900-1909 was 587,012; the 
tonnage clearedf in 1910 was 898,310, being 311,298 or 
53-0 per cent., over the average, and 27,909 below the 
tonnage for 1909. The a,verage tonnage of vessels in the 
coasting trade cleared during the ten years 1900-1909 was 
4,560,534 ; in 1910 the tonnage was 4,758,001, being 197,467 
or 4 '3 per cent., more than the average for the decade 1900- 
1909, and 19,377 above the tonnage for 1909. 

Table XV., on page 64, shows, for each of the Ports 
in Ireland, the number and tonnage of vessels entered and 
cleared during the year 1910.
